It would bean excellent thing for France if 
all or nearly all of her public servants were 
to turn oat, for then there would lie some 
chance of revolutionizing the system of 
bureaucracy, which is the curse of the conn 
try. Hut so long as those who h Id places 
under government keep a (Irm grip of t hem. 
DM French nation will have its blood sucked 
by a swarm of useless functionaries. Tim 
postofflce clerks are badly Mid, but thru 
there are a grea T many more than are needed, 
and the public is mode to suffer in the trans- 
action of its daily business by this super - 
fluity. 

RUINS TIIE TEMPER,

stamp you will have to wait before a bold 
like that of a fowl's house while the clerk on 
the othor sido is leisurely, and with an ex- 
pression of indifference that is enough to ex- 
a wandering angel, adding up 
umns of figures or making entries in a 
book. You may be in deadly fear of losing 
the post with some important letter, but this 
it of no consequence to him.

ofilees and to pay very small salaries. But j 
small as the salaries are, candidates for j 
posts and friends of candidates are for- 
ever swarming like musquitoes aliotit depu- 
ties and ministers with tho hope of securing { 
the desired influence. When there are no 
vacancies, offices are not unfrequently made 
from purely politicul motives. Republican 
legislatures have promised again and again 
to reform and simplify the system of admin- 
istration in the interest of the taxpayer; but 
the fact remains that the number of public 
functionaries is very much greater now than 
it was under tho empire. 

▲ THORNY PATHWAY. 

To return to the postofflce clerk. Al- 
though bin uugracious manners have placed 
him outside tbe pale of publie sympathy, it 
must bo admitted that his path in life is not 
strewn with roses. After receiving his nom- 
ination -he has often to wait three or four 
years before he obtains employment He 
commences his career with a salary of 800 
francs a year— about half as much as he 
could earn if he were willing to carry out 
meat for a butcher. Then be has to deposit 
800 francs as "caution money," for which, 
however, ho is allowed 3 per cent interest. 
Five per ceut of his salary is retained, and 
goes towards his retiring pension. He has 
little mor.. than sixty francs a month clear, 
ou which it is quite impossible to live in 
Paris, and to pay for clothes and lodging. 
As his salary is increased very siowly, ho is 
a long time partly dependent upon parents 
vr friends. 

The smallness of bis remuneration is not 
the only grievance of the postoflice clerk ; be 
has another, and this is certainly a just reason 
for agitating. His advancement depends 
much less upon his industry aud.ability than 
upon the influence which he is able to bring 
to bear upon deputies and senators. The 
word is given to move up a certain one, and 
he is moved up. Thc«e who have no influen- 
tial friends remain in the same place for 
years, while their juniors are being system- 
atically set above them. The clerks have 
protested loudly against this injustice, but 
their chance of obtaining retire* is very 
slender. Favoritism is so ingrained with Hie 
whole official system of France that the potst- 
otlico clerks must bo sanguine indeed if they 
suppose that their outcry will produce any 
radical change. Even the revolutionists only 
touch the surface of things in France. When 
tho country settles down after one of those 
periodical eurthquukes official lift goes ou iu 
much the same fashion as it did before.— 
Paris Cor. Boston Transcript

If the happy couple have to climb a steep 
and stony path, and they happen to possess 
only one horse, it is the man who bestrides 
the wiry limlied beast, while tbe wife may 
consider herself lucky if she be permitted to 
catch hold of the stirrup leather or the horse's 
tail. 

Much has been said and written about tbe 
■tern and unreasoning jealous}' of tbe Cor- 
sicaus for their women. As a rule, they are 
not given to frivolity, but after careful ob> 
aervation we feel inclined to modify our 
opinions of the high instincts of tbe race in 
this connection.

ELECTED WITH SOME TALK AND A 
GREAT DEAL OF CEREMONY. 



ChoooliiK the i. i. Lord Muym at the 
Guildhall — V CMMst Amount ot liowlng 
and Scraping — A (inndy Process I— — Tak- 
ing tlir 0Mb. 

The lord mayor is elected from the twenty- 
six aldermen or heads of the wards int. 
which the city is divided by tho votes of tbe 
livery; that is, of the memliers of the several 
guilds of tbe city. Ho is elected! at the 
Guildhall, on the feast of St. Michael, the 
archangel. Few more interesting ccrcm >nic- 
are to be seen in England. A wooden screen 
Is erected outside tho Guildhall, with many 
doorways in it. At each is stationed Ibl 
beadle of a guild, who is expected to know 
all the liverymen of his company, and so to 
prevent unauthorized persons from entering 
The floor of the Guildhall is strewn with 
sweet herbs, perhaps the last surviving In- 
stance of the mcdin< val method of carpeting 
a hall. The twenty-six aldermen come in, all 
in scarlet gowns. Tbe recorder, or law officer 
of the city, rises, bows to the lord mayor and 
lb* assembled liverymen, and makes a little 
speech, declaring how from the time of King 
John they have had grants of certain rights 
of election. 

MAKING TOP SELICTIO*. 

The lord mayor and aldermen then go out: 
another law officer, the common sergeant, re 
peats what the recorder bas already said, and 
tells the liverymen that they must name twe 
for the office of lord mayor, of whom tbe 
lord mayor and aldermen will select one. 
Two names are then chosen, and are carried 
to the aldermen by the heads of some of tho 
chief guilds. One is selected, and thereupon 
the lord mayor and the aldermen return to 
theGuildlu.il and sit down, the chosen future 

lord mayor sitting on tbe left of tbe actual 
lord mayor. The recorder again rises and 
reads the two names and the one selected, 
and asks thu liverymen if it is their free elec- 
tion, "Yea or No." They shout "Yea," and 
the sword liearer thereupon takes off the fur 
tipfiet of the lord mayor to be, and puts a 
a chain around his neck. 

On the 8th of November there is another 
meeting iu the Guildhall. The old lord 
mayor rises and gives the new one his seat. 
The chamberluin of the city then approui in ■ 
with ':.,<•• solemn bows, and hands to the 
new lord mayor a jeweled scepter, the com 
mon seal of the city ami an ancient purse 
The sword bearer next advances, and, bow- 
ing three times, each time with increasing 
reverence, gives the lord mayor elect the 
great two bunded sword of state, which 
ajrillboltm justice and legal supremacy. 
The er.or, with bows equal in number and 
profundity to those of the sword bearer, 
next approaches and presents the mace. The 
aldermen aud sheriffs then congratulate 
their new chief, who proceeds to sign cer- 
tain documents, aud among them a receipt 
for the city plate. Last of all, he is pre- 
sented with the keys of the standard weights 
and measures, deposited in his custody. The 
meeting then breaks up, and the okl and 
mayor goes back to the Mansion house, I. is 
official residence, for the In.- » time. 

LORD MAYOR'S DAT. 

The next day, the 0th of November, is 
known in London as Lord Mayor's day, be- 
cause on thut morning tbe new lord nmvor 
takes office in the (iuildhalL He drives 
thence through the ward of which be is »l- 
dernian, and proceeds in gaudy procession to 
the courts of law within the bounds of 
Westminster. Before bis coach are running 
footmen, und there is a long pr.x-ess.ou of 
the carriuges of the alderman and of 
tbe beads of the several guilds, and of 
the main body of his own gttl.d, ull 
in their best official gown. The ban- 
ners of the guilds, their beadles and pa- 
geants, which vary according to each lord 
mayor's tiste, make up a wonderful show, 
which, as it winds in and out the narrow 
streets of the city, enlivens them with bril- 
liant color. Though often dec ried liecause it 
obstructs business for one day, should the 
progress of modern times abolish the custom, 
it would be regretted by all who have wit- 



The lord mayor is presented to the lord 
chief justice of England, takes an oath of 
lidelt > . and calls on the judges of the several 
divisions of the high court of justice aud in- 
vites them to dinner. The judges always re- 
ply somewhat haughtily that some of then, 
will attend, and the lord mayor then returns 
to the city, iu which for a year he is to be thb 
greatest person, obliged to give place only 
when the queen herself comes,— Normau 
Moore iu The Century.

And > ot it must be. Tbe great city must 
continually absorb the very best blood, 
brain and brawn of the country; and as the 
woodsman selects from a thousand sticks tbe 
one which suits bim to fashion into a thing 
of ornament or use, and puts the nine hun- 
dred and ninety-nine into the fire, so the great 
city will honor one in each regiment of these 
volunteer recruits and burn out all the rest 
in making mouey and glory for that one.

The city lures its rural volunteer recruits 
with tho grei.t prizes, like those won by tho 
Goulds and Yanderbilts, and never lures in 
vain; tho country lads are only too willing 
to accept the one chuuoe in a thousand.— Now 
York Letter.

room on the second floor. The services ara 
held in the morning. Iu the aitcruoou the 
room is given up to Chinamen and young 
ladies. The ladies tench tho Chinamen to 
speak Knd n ad English, and us soon as they 
can understand enough they incii!' ate the 
principles oi ( hristianity. It is a flourishing 
school. On plcsaitt afternoons it is tilled to 
overflowing, and the mingling of the soft 
English neotntl Of the teachers with the 
gruff but inei"dious jargon of the Celestials 
forms an umiittlligibie murmur as musical 
as it is odd. 

The eyei e has its curious treat. Each 
Chinaman In- i.is own teacher. They sit in 
pairs ull Ovar tht room, Uudiug over the 
same boon or slate. The unshapely and 
often coarse blue tunic of the Chinamen con- 
trasts oddly with the trim figure und tailor 
made suit of the teacher. Tbe guadily em- 
broidered Chinese shoe looks the more 
wooden and ungainly lieside the neat, tiny 
foot that peeps from under the teacher's 
skirts. The Chinamen's pigtail, rudely wound 
about the back of bis head, apparently dis- 
torting its shape, often brushes against the 
flowers and feathers of that dreum which the 
teacher calls her best hat Tbe most curious 
of all contrast is when the pretty features of 
the American girl, her peachy skin, 
eager, winning smile, and laughing, bright 
eyes, approach close to tho yellow, wrinkled 
face, impassive gaze, almond eyes, and dis- 
torted grin of the Chinaman. Long looked 
at, the effect is a little bewildering. 

There is no missionary labor that requires 
so much tact and patience as managing a 
Chinese school. Chinamen won't lie taught 
in classes. Each one wants his own teacher. 
In the second .place, Chinamen don't like 
male teachers. Men overawe them, and, be- 
sides, they have an eye for beanty. They 
like pretty girls, and won't pay much atten- 
tion to any others. Teaching Chinamen is 
not the field for a home; .- girl, no matter 
how great her missionary zeal may be. To 
see thut each Chinaman bal the teacher of 
his choice is the hard duty that Superinten- 
dent Krug tackled He carried ■ boak with 
all the Chinamen's names in it ami tho favor- 
ite teacher opposite. ile approached the 
corner near the door. Every seat was filled 

with Chinaman. 

It makes DO difference how long a China- 
man has attended a Kundav school, how well 
he knows his brother s holars and his teach- 
ers, or bow lamiliur he is with the place and 
its surroundings, lie is at once overcome with 
modesty the moment ho enters the door. 
There are no more self conscious creatures 
than Chinamen, and this it is that makes at 
once the charm and difficulty of teaching 
them. They uro never euger, but always 
grateful. They never take offense, but are 
sensitive to the faintest appearance of a 
slight. They are like house dogs in their do- 
cility and affection, but like children in sen- 
sitiveness. The work of teaching them cau- 
not be carried along successfully by the aver- 
age man. Men, conscious of their kindliness 
of intention, often offend unknowingly by 
brusqueiics- Teaching Chinamen is woman's 
natural mission field. He; sensitive nature 
is quick to feud the dalioaoiai of the China- 
man's temperament, and in r tact easily en- 
ables her to avoidthe rocks and quicksands 
on the road to his confidence.— New York 
Sun.

Japun 
has 20,UKi common schools, preside 1 over by 
02,000 men teachers and 4,010 women teach- 
ers. There are more than 1,000 high school 
teachers, and the professors iu the Imperial 
university of Tokio number 104. This uni- 
versity is kept up by the government, it bos 
1,880 student-, and U turning out scores of 
almond end doctors, lawyan and govern- 
ment offl l is every year. It is better than 
the average American college. Its prepara- 
tory course includes English, mut hematics, 
geography, physics, history, poUtioaJ econ- 
omy, philosophy, and it covers three years. 
It takes five years to graduate, utiil the 
Japanese have here an opportunity to get a 
education without going away from 
Frank ti.

People wlio get tbelr Information at long 
range are not always accurate In their state* 
meats. We donbt II the present editor of 
the Buli.ktin was erer Inside of the Mays- 
ville Cotton Mill. We doubt If be ever sought 
information as to the wages paid by that 
concern from the person who adjusts the 
amount, or from any one authorised to Im 
part It. We are assured that the scale of prl 
ces printed by him some time ago was grossly 
inaccurate. His comparison of thla mill 
with those of the East is worse than what be 
is pleased to call "senseless Jabber. "-Mays- 
ville Republican. 

It took the Republican a long time to 
muster up courage to deny the Bul- 
letin's statements in reference to the 
cotton mills. Our remarks on this ques- 
tion of wages were made in the early 
part of November. 

We did not compare the mill here 
"with those in the East." The editor of 
the Republican knows this. But, we did 
compare the wages paid in the mill here 
with the wages paid in some English 
mills. We had an object in doing so. 
What was it? To show that the cotton 
mill hands in low-tariff En.land fared 
about as well as the cotton mill hands 
here in this high taritl' land of oure, so 
far as their pay is concerned. The Re- 
publican didn't show the least inclina- 
tion to discuos this question »hen when 
it was appropriate. At this lata day he 
takes the matter up, and is "assured 
that the scale of prices printed by the 
Bulletin some time ago was grossly in- 
accurate." We never claimed to give an 
accurate and complete scale. As to what 
we did publish, our information was ob- 
tained directly or indirectly from men 
who were in a position to know just what 
they were tulking about. If there is any 
b 1. 1 y who ought to know just what 
wages he is getting it is the oue who re- 
ceives the money. 

But we do not dire to enter upon a 
discussion of this question at this late 
day with one whose principal character- 
istics are his conceit and his faculty for 
misrepresenting other people. 

Huntington in the Deal. 

Mention was made a few days ago of 
the leasing of the Louisville Southern 
Railroad for thirty years by the Louis- 
ville, New Albany and Chicago. In a 
conversation with the Louisville Com- 
mercial, one of the best-posted rai road 
men ia the West seys : "Why, of course 
Huntington is in the deal, and the 
ObtMJMak* ami Ohio has as much to do 
with the lease as has the Motion. It is 
as plain as the nose on a man's fate. 
The C. «St O. wants an outlet via Louis- 
ville west and north, and the Monon 
wants a way south. The Louisville 
tSoutliem will be pushed to Lexington, 
and the C. & 0. will enter Louisville on 
its own hook without catering to the 
wishes of the L. & N. as it now docs. 
The Monon will run its business south 
tbrOttcb to the junction with the Cincin- 
nati Southern, and the latter will be ex- 
pect el to give tit (or tat ami furnish the 
Monon with north-bouud freight and 
passengers. I know this is all true, 
be. use Huntington was present at all 
the meetings held by Colonel Young 
and the other magnates in New York, 
where this deal was consummated last 
week. If Huntington should buy the 
Monon and its new lease the whole 
would make a big system.aud would cer- 
tainly give certain other big systems 
much concern. Whether he does this or 
not, the combine is all the same and will 
operate just the same." 



The annual report of the United States 
Geological Survey contains some interest- 
ing statistics about Kentucky. 

During the year 1887 the iron and steel 
manufactories in Kentucky turned out 
the following quantities : Pig iron, 41,907 
tons; rolled inn, including rails, 51,267 
tons; iron and steel cut nails, 159,720 
kegs; iron and steel rails, 100 tons. The 
decrease in Bessemer pig iron in the 
Northern and Western States was very 
great, while the Southern States, exclu- 
sive of Florida and South Carolina, show 
an increase of 1,642 tons in six months. 

Some gold and silver has also been 
found in Kentucky, and during the year 
18S7 Alabama, Tennessee, Kentucky and 
three other States yielded in gold $22,- 
000 worth, and in silver $1,000 worth. 

The production of coal, not including 
colliery consumption, during the year 
was 1,933,185 tons, which was worth, at the 
mines, $22,233,163. Kentucky thus ranks 
ninth in the coal-producing States. The 
coke-burning industry in Kentucky is 
also larger, there being ninety-eight 
ovens, with a yearly production of 14,- 
565 short tons, valued at $31,750, 29,129 
tons of coal being used annually. 

The brick-making industry is fair in 
Kentucky, Covington turning out annu- 
ally 1,877,000 bricks valued at $90,000, 
and Lexington 8,000,000 at $56,000.

Ncvi . has lie heen known to tear his 
clothing, to kick when lieing dressed, to oat I 
his stravlj or to commit any other stable I 
offense. He is ensy to DM at a ruilway sta- 
tion; a child might ride him without a ' 
auddlcut. exorcise; when being elip|iea or I 
•inged you n»ight take him for a statue, so | 
rtill does he stand; and he seems positively . 
to enjoy physic. Accordingly, whenever his I 
master talks of selling him, the stud groom , 
protests that it "would M a thousau<l pities," | 
that "take 'im all and all, he's the host 'oss | 
we've got." j 
We next come to a great, slashing well bred . 
horse, with plenty of jwwer. Take care! ! 
Don't go tip to hiin. He sometimes "lets out." j 
This is the best hunter in the stable, and ho , 
is as sound as a hell. He is very fast, and a j 
grand fencer; ditches on tho near side, ditches 
on tho far side, batiks, timber, water, all are 
the same to him. He will fight for his head 
a good deal when hounds first go away; he 
pulls, and he does not like to be bulked at bis 
fences. Ho does not exactly rush at them, 
but he is very hot and impetuous. This heiug 
the rase, he is far from a pleasant horso lu a 
cramped country on a bad scenting day. 
About twice or thrice in a season he strikes 
out at other horses (and "when he do kirk, 
he do kick like blazes," as tho cabman says 
in Leech's caricature), so it is not safe to take 
him into a crowd. Ho is a difficult horse to 
box, too; so it is inconvenient to take him by 
train. Between one thing and another, there 
is only about o:io meet in ten days at which 
his presentmaster can ride I im with comfort. 
ROT A. HOl'XD ANIMAL. 

"Strip that 'oss," says that official to a 
heliier, as wo move on to tho ner. liox. This 
is the best looking horso in the stable. In 
fact, he is a remarkubly handsome specimen 
of a hunter; hence the groom's anxiety to 
show him off. It would be hurd to find a 
fault wit h him. He cost something fabulous. 
Indeed, he is so vuiuablo that his master is 
afraid of riding him. This fear is increased 
by sundry alarming symptoms that have 
manifested themselves from time to time. 
After one day's hunting his near fore leg 
filled in a suspicious manner; after another 
he was lame without auy apparent cause; 
and in a certain run his owner half suspected 
that his wind was not so good as it might be. 
He has had several bad colds, and occasion- 
ally he has corns. He comes out pretty 
often, at near meets; but his master never 
seems to ride hard on him, and ho is always 
tent homo early. 

In the next box is a confidential lookiug 
quadruped. The holes abovo his eyes, his 
long teeth, his sunken hack and the manner 
in which he ttands over betoken age. Ho ia 
17 years old; nevertheless, ho goes on, some- 
times lame, sometimes sound. Ho is so clever 
and such an old favorite that his master can- 
not make up his mind to supplant him with a 
younger and more serviceable horse. Excel- 
lent fencer as he is, he will not, and never 
would, face wnter. His master has to be 
careful, too, neither to let him jump down a 
drop into t hard road nor to send him to a 
distant meet, nor to make a loug day with 
him. Like most very old horses, he bos losU 
his speed; and he ba> becomo dangerously 
clever at his fences, saving himself by creep- 
ing, jumping on and off, or scrambling in 
and out, where one would expect him to fly. 
He will probably end his career by giving 
his devoted owner a very bad fall. 

"MY WIFE'S HORtiE." 

This our friend shows to us as "my wife's 
horse." He is u'niodel of what a lady's horse 
ought to 1)0 in make and shajie, breeding, 
temper and manners. Lucky the woman 
who possesses such a hunter! Between en- 
tertaining guests, visit*, colds and additions 
to the family, my lady gives her horse a 
rather easy time of it. Moreover, on the 
strength of her husband's having got on her 
favorite for an hour on two occasions, the 
wife has been heard coolly to assert that she 
had not been hunting at all thai season, be- 
cause shogave up her horse to her husband, 
whereas sbo had in reality been prevented 
from hunting by very different reifsons. It 
is scarcely to be wondered at that tho hus- 
band refrained from riding tho cherished 
quadruped for the future, and wheu his wife 
suddenly took it into her bead to go out 
hunting at short notice, tho creature was so 
playful that madame was almost, if not 
quite, unseated. Confidential friends then 
expostulated with her husband for "putting 
a lady on a bi uto like that," affirming that 
"he was not at all the sort of horse for a wo- 
man to ride," etc., etc. 

Last of all we conio to the hack, and a very 
nice little horse ho is. Although only about 
fifteen hands and one inch in htight, he 
has great strength, bone enough to carry a 
man heavier than his master, flne sloping 
shoulders aud very muscular loins, quarters 
and thighs. He is as clever as a cat, and, if 
the fences look very big from his hack, he 
gets over them better than do muny horses a 
Laud higher. His master is seldom in a 
hurry to exc hungo him for his hunter; he 
often hunts him on a by-day, and in the 
course of tho season he sees a good many 
runs on him. This little horse is expected to 
givo a duy's hunting to a frieud of his mas- 
ter's, whether mule or female, whenever re- 
quired, o i addiuou to his hacking work; aud, 
because he li oniy u hack and not u hunter, 
nothing is thought of hunting hini two or 
throe times a week. Ho does far more work 
than any otiier horso in. the stable; he as 
never sick, sorry or lame; ho is quite fit and 
out cub hunting wheu tho rest of tho stud 
are only doing walking exercise, and ho car- 
ries his master in Hott.'n How when they are 
being summered.— Saturday Review.

Over the lull on a star lit night -they shi.ie 
go low you may uluiost roHch the.ti with your 
cane— o wlvie, smooth rond lead* to (Jrants- 
town. As you k<> down the sloi* little dots 
of HUM appear beyond and the hum of pleas- 
ant voices, till in a short time you reach an 
almost continuous row of cabins on either 
•ide, and this is Orantstown — not our (reu 
Ortint's but another Grant's a Sir Somebody, 
at one time governor of all tho Bahuuias — 
under water and just above it, for Orauts 
town is a colored suburb of Nassau aud lies 
in a hollow behind it. The little flame* 
broaden as you approach, aud you find on a 
flat (tone for a hearth, a litter of ashes and 
little pitch pine sticks, kept lighted torch 
ike, and squatting on the ground beside each 
old wenches, toothless anil sere, a child or so, 
Hid the market stuff spread in little heaps. 

Five sweet potatoes sell for a copper, four 
gumbo pods for a farthing, four little red 
tomatoes and a pappaf for a check (a check is 
ono and one-half penny): there are also tins 
of Guinea corn (a sort of broom corn seed), 
white maize from the out islands, cow |>cas. 
little cups of ground nuts, peanut candy, 
cakes, dark molasses bread, oranges, a sa|«> 
dilla in its russet coat, rarely a banana, often 
a yam like a log of wood, little tied up 
bundles of bluck mangrove roots for fuel, 
and no investment need bo over u cheek. All 
this hardly seems to lie food, but only reli-.ii. 
Where are the solids, the substantial*; 
Eggs, bread, butter, etc.i Not auy, in 
Orantstown 1 

MEN, WOMEN AXD CHILPRKX. 

You go on to find the crowd thicken and 
the noise of voices increases. Crowding the 
road, the blacks— men, women and children 
—jostle and joke, gossiping with gu-to. 
chaffliug and scandal tattling— an outdoor 
tea party without any tea. 

"How do' niassa! Pleas' the l^wd, l se 
hopes yo' wellf" 

"Yo' tak' eveuiu* waakf Tak' me wid 
yo'f" 

"Bos g'me copper, I'se pore! No! das awl 
right!"

They are another 
luxury, ami probably a bushel would glut 
the market, But for all the dirt, rags aud 
squalor there is something in the ring of the 
voice which indicutes anything but misery — 
rather contentment aud a wealth of animal 
ipirit. 

Visit Orantstown wheo the sun is up and 
lee the tropical picture, the thatched cabins 
smbowered iu climbing vines, encircled with 
the plumy cocoauut palm stored with all 
good, trees goldeu with oranges and the sis- 
ter fruits, great shaddock's bigger than one's 
aead. There the broad, deep cut bread fruit 
tree ripens its seedless green sunbaked loaves. 
Everywhere the warm enfolding sunlight 
ind the soft uir, breezes that clothe and shel- 
ter. 

Work— here? Ah! that's vulgar; idleness 
s virtue, and nakedness is classic. 

A THREEPENNY BALL. 

The tinglo of a triangle, rapidly struck, at- 
tracts me to the corner house, where, through 
wiudow openings, guiltless of sash or glaw;, I 
lee a moving crowd. At the door I am met 
by "Gi' rno trup'enee, massa, an' I dawnce 
wid yo'," from the mouth of a buxom wench. 

"Go way dero! I'se propritary ob dis ball; 
ioou gib her ony trup'enee, massa , gib it me !" 

This from a burly black iu a cast off suit, 
may bo one of $10 suite, three-quarters off 
some time ago, and a hat once a beaver, but 
now literally a crushed hat, quite appropri- 
ate for a ball. 

The threepence paid admits me into a low 
roofed cabin, about 10x13 feet, crowded with 
both sexes, all smoking and somewhat boosiy. 
The orchestra cousisU of tambourine, triangle 
1 1 id accordion. The music is quick time; the 
lances are the quadrille, the waltz, and the 
Marango (a country dance). In dancing or 
in waltzing the movement is all in the hip*, 
but little of feet or knees— a sort of wiggle, 
as if uncertain whether to dauce or give it up.

Staff a Japanese Taper. 

The tote I number of persons employed on a 
typical Japanese uewspai>er, say The Nichi 
Nichi Skimbun, is as follows: One political 
direc.or, one chief editor, five assistant edi- 
tors, four proof readers, one shorthand writer, 
twelve reporters or news gatherers, three or 
four compositors, each with severul assist- 
ants, twelve men iu tho press room und minor 
■mploysa, including distributors, making a 
totul of l.">0 pel-sons. The reporters uro the 
weak point, lor the .editor frankly tells you 
thut U they cannot Und news they uro com- 
pelled te> bring homo fiction, as they are |iuid 
by results, nnd evou then they do not often 
euru more thun jdu a mouth. 

They therefore deliberately invent a largo 
part of the news. During my own stay the ver- 
nacular pupers ha vt had fifty iteins of news 
about my movements, of ludicrous inaccu- 
racy. So untrustworthy, indeed, is the re- 
porter that an assistant editor is always sent 
when anybody of importance des.res or is iu- 
vited to bo interviewed. As regards the sup- 
ply of news, the best |>apors have their own 
correspondents, almost always men employed 
on a newspaper, iu other chief cities, und 
some of Men have mail correspondents 
abroad, geuerully young men w ho have goue 
to Europe* or America to study. Much en- 
terprise is shown in collecting full uccouuts 
of anytiui,:; that occurs iu Japan, but the 
trail of the untrustworthy reporter is over it 
all, aud this greatly reduces its interest and 
influence.- lui.ry Normau iu Philadelphia 
Times.
